DESPAIR IN MADRID. 


rc»ee Proposals Under Net? Rfinlctry 


Are Probable to Save Spain. 


Madrid, Tuesday evening, July 5, via 


frontier. — The enthusiasm aroused by 
misleading dispatches of the Spanish 
government from Cuba is changed to- 
day into the waitings of families of 
the victims and lamentations over the 
national disaster.

The palace is strongly guarded and 


the queen regent, who is described as 
being inconsolable, is receiving the 
symprchy of the sensible portion of the 
population. But there is no disguis- 
ing the fact that grave forebodings are 
heard as to the future of Spain. The 
tone of the general public can be 
summed up in the remark frequently 
heard: "God only knows what yill hap- 
pen."

Washington, July 6.—Hart fighting 


looms before our men at Santiago. The 
destruction of Cervera's fleet is only the 
prelude to desperate work ahead, and 
tha admlnistratiouxls hurrying forward 
troops as rapidly as it can in order that 
they may be on hand at Santiago in case 
Shatter shall need rnem, as ft is feared 
he will. It was anything but good news 
that came frdm the front yesterday, and 
which the cabinet had before it. 
The 


arrival of Spanish"' r»tnforcements at 
Santiago, coupled with the acknowl- 
edged inability of Garcla's men to resist 
their advances, makes it possible for 
the garrison of tbife beleagured city to 
resist gamely any attempt to storm the 
works.

our advantage to let Santiago alone and 
not exhaust our troops or risk the lives 
fi-f our men in seizing a town which can 
be of no benefit in the further progress 
of the war; but we are compelled to 
go on with the work wliich has begun, 
Just as if the fleet had never existed, 
or, as if it had never been destroyed. 


£.3 soon as official confirmation had 


been received of the fact that th/e Span- 
ish garrison had been reinforced, almost 
outnumbering the American army, it

There is said to no obstacle, so far as 


navigation is concerned, to the entrance 
of the harbor by the American fleet 
The Cristobal Colon, which cleared the 
Merrimac and got out of the harbor 
Sunday, drew 23 feet, 3 inches, which Is 
within seven inches of the draught of the 
Iowa, Indiana, Massachusetts and Ore- 
gon, and is greater than the draught of 
the' Texae. Moreover, the navy depart- 
ment has known for the last 10 days that 
the neck of the channel was open, de- 
spite the sinking of the Merrimac-, and 
that there %.as a clear seaway of seven 
fathoms through which any ship in our 
navy could sail. This removes all diffi- 
culty, except through submarine mlnea, 
or from the shore battorlett. Little an- 
fiount Is taken of the mines Binre tha 
Spanish- fleet passed over them. The 
Spaniards are in the habit of u»lng con- 
tact mines.

'the archbishop of Santiago had ap- 
pealed to the Spanish commander to 
surrender rather than be subjected to a 
bo-mba.rtimi?i-it. GeK-Bral Linares, ,al- 
Ithough in great pain from the injury to 
bis arm, and compelled to depend f<Hf 
support upon General Toral, absolutely 
refused to-comply with the archbishop'* 
request. He emphasized his refusal by 
declaring that he would burn the city 
before he would permTt it to fall into the 
toands of the Americans. 


The Spanish troops in Santiago had 


been greatly reduced in numbers just 
prior to the arrival of General Pando's 
reinforcements. Refugees declare that 
General Linares had only 4000 regulars 
and 200 volunteers left with which to 
defend the city. Several thousand of his 
men had been killed and wounded, and 
Admiral Cervera no longer was aiding 
iwith his flee't. The enemy's troops were 
tnuch depressed over these conditions, 
and their spirits were further lowered 
by the wounding of General Linares and 
the death of General Vara Del Rey, who 
succeeded General Linares in command- 
fing the Spanish troops at the front. If 
the Spanish soldiers could have their 
way, they would surrender to General 
Bhafter forthwith. 


The refugees generally agreed that the 


•ity would be surrendered, but the 
Spanish leaders showed no inclination 
to adopt that course. General Pando's 
arrival, with 7000 additional troops, V>y 
the latest information here, places th* 
total strength of the Spanish in San- 
tiago at only a little more than 11,000. 
Only two houses in the city of Santiago 
had been destroyed by the American 
fire up to the time the refugees left for 
Kingston, but the Spanish ship Trafal- 
gar, which was lying in the harbor, had 
been sumk by a shell. Two men wera 
killed and five wounded. One woman 
was killed by the firing on the 
city. 


The refug-ees left Santiago in boats, 
being allowed to take no baggage. 
Crowds surround the consulates in the 
beleaguered city, praying for permis- 
sion to leave. Flour Is not obtainabla 
in Santiago, beef costs $1.40 a pound, 
rice 50 cents a pound and lard $1 a bottle. 
The refugees aay they saw many persons 
lying on the piazzas in Santiago dying 
of starvation.

BIG rlJEJVCH LINER SITSK. 


Hundreds of Liven JLost- Collision In 


Fog, ITIen Fought Like mad. and 


Mnly One Woman Saved. 


Halifax, N. S., July 6—The Allen 


line steamer Grecian entered the har- 
bor this morning with the ship Cro- 
martyshire in tow. At 5 Monday morn 
ing, 60 miles south of Sable island, 
the Cromartyshire collided with the 
big French liner LaBourgogne from 
New York. The latter sank quickly. 


Six hundred of the passengers and 


crew were drowned. Two hundred per- 
sons, including 170 passengers and 
oO 


of the crew were saved. Only one 
woman was saved. Every officer ex- 
.cept three engineers and the purser 
was drowned. 


A.'rs. Henderson, wife of the captam 


of the Cromartyshiie. tell« a thiilling 
tale of the terrible ex&er-.-iiioe. The 
collision occurred in a <len=;(; fog. The 
vessel's fog horn sounded e/ery imn- 
ute. 
Suddenly another whistle was 


heard near by, which came nearer and 
nearer, until suddenly the huge hulk 
of 
the dcean greyhound loomed up 


going 17 knots an hour. 


Almost immediately there was a 


fearful crash. Soon the steamer sent 
up rockets and whistled, but sank in 
10 minutes. The tog lifted in half an 
hour, and a terrible scene presented 
itself. Bodies floating everywhere, and 
many boats were filled only with men. 


The 
work 
of 
rescue commenced 


without delay. Mr. Henderson says 
apparently there was no effort to save 
the women. Many foreigners were on 
board who fought for places in the 
boats. 


The officers bravely stayed ^flf the 


ship and went down with it. The*%as- 
sengers were all below when the col- 
lision ocurred, except Prof. Lacasse, 
who saved his wife. He says many 
boats were capsized and all aboard 
were 
drowned. The Cromartyshire 


was making five knots at the time. 


The only woman saved was Mrs. 
Lacasse of Plainville, N. J. Among 
the lost were the wife and daughter of 
Judge Dillon of New York, consul for 
the West Shore, Manhattan and Gould 
railway systems. 


P. M. Dubosc, a member of the Span- 


ish legation at Washington it 'is be- 
lieved was on the steamer. On board 
were 191 first class, 125 second class 
and 295 steerage passengers, a total of 
611 with 220 in the crew. This makes a 
grand_ total of 851 souls aboard. Only 
200 were saved.

Kingston, Jam., July 19.—After a chase 


of 69 miles to the westward the Brook- 
lyn, 
closely followed by the Oregon, 


overhauled the Cristobal Colon after she 
had run ashore and had hauled down her 
flag. Captain Cook of the Brooklyn 
went on toard of her, and the com- 
mander of tha Spanish cruiser came 
forward to surrender and wa» taken on 
board the New York, which came up an 
hour after the Brooklyn and Oregon had 
completed the capture of the Cristobal 
Colon. The latter wa» not seriously 
damaged, though she was struck sev- 
eral times by shots from the Brooklyn 
and Oregon. 


During the chase a clever maneuvre 


of Commodore Schley'a in heading due 
west to Cape Caney, while the Cristobal 
Colon had taken a more southerly di- 
rection with a much greater distance 
to cover, rendered the Spaniards' escapa 
!mpc??!b!e 


There seems to be no doubt that the 


Crifatobal Colon, and perhaps the other 
three Spanish armored cruisers, would 
have escaped had it not been for the 
prompt action of Commodore Schley. 
The Brooklyn, his flagship, alone was in 
a position to attack the Spanish vessels 
as they left the fearbor, and th* commo- 
dore steamed directly towards them and 
engaged all four cruisers, inflicting great 
damage upon them.

A Serious Accident to Col. A. L. Hop- 


kins—Village Improvement So- 
ciety to Hold (is Annual Meeting 
—Rev. R. A. Robinson to Engage 
In Educational Work In Virginia— 


A Pleasant Trip. 


A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


An accident occurred Tuesday after- 


noon by which Col. A. L. Hopkins was 
seriously injured and his vife had a 
remarkable escape from a most criti- 
cal situation, from which she emer- 
ged with only slight injuries. Colonel 
and Mrs. Hopkins had started to drive 
to their farm on Northwest hill from 
the house of his mother, Mrs. Mark 
Hopkins, which is near Mission park. 
They were in a high road cart, the 
body of which is hung on thoroug-h- 
braces and which will consequently 
rock and lurch almost like a boat 
when a wheel encounters an obstruc- 
tion. 
The road at the point where 


the accident occurred is a 
narrow 


driveway 
through grass land 
and 


stones about the size of a peck meas- 
ure have been placed along the sides 
at frequent intervals to keep people 
from driving on the grass. The cart 
struck one of these stones and Col- 
onel Hopkins %\as thrown out. 
He 


struck on his head and right shoulder 
and was rendered unconscious for a 
short time. The reins were dropped 
outside of the cart and Mrs. Hopkins 
could not get hold of them. The horse 
went out of the park, across Pars: 
street and down Whitman street to- 
ward home. Mrs. Hopkins talked to 
him in a quieting way and he did not 
rtin. Near the lower end of "Whitman 
street Mrs. Hopkins managed by .1 
desperate effort to reach down by the 
crossbar and get hold of the reins, but 
before she could gather them up and 
control the horse he turned up a bank, 
tipped over the cart and stopped. Mrs 
Hopkins was thrown partly under the 
cart, but sustained only bruises and c. 
general shaking up. Help was prompt- 
ly at b/and and she was taken back tc 
the house from which she had just 
started. Colonel Hopkins was carrie-i 
into the house bleeding profusely from 
an ugly scalp wound on the right sii> 
of 
his head. 
Drs. Woodbridge anl 


Jones were called and found that in 
addition to the scalp wound the right 
shoulder blade was broken. The right 
side was also in bad condition and it 
was thought that probably one or two 
ribs were broken, but owing to the 
swelling; and soreness this could not 
be definitely decided at the time, nor 
could the doctors tell whether or not 
the skull had been injured.

IT MAY CARRY DISEASE UNLESS THE 


FLUID IS BOILED. 


Methods by Which This May Be Accom- 


plished Without Destroying the Taito of 
the Liquid—The Absorbent Qualities of 
Water. 


Krer^housowlfe should make it a point 


to see that Jter family arc supplied with 
boiled water to drink, boiled water in 
their food, if In any way it is used. Every 
person who lives or eats in town should 
try to know that she or ho drinks only 
boiled water, but, oh, how hard this is 
when ono boards or takes meals at tho cafe* 
and restaurants oj the town. 
^ 


There is a seliaVlco in cooking water that 


few know or o\on guess. Wo content our- 
Bolves by grumbling at tho"llut" tasto, 
tho "quesr twang," tho almost ''oily feel- 
ing'" of the water as we swallow it, t\nd 
half of us try to substitute melted ico in 
place of tho cooked water as our mainstey 
in tho fluid world of tho epicure. 


This substitution is all wrong. Ico may 


not be purer, freezing does not kill mi- 
crobes, nor does it disable germs. Firo, 
cleansing, purifying fire, is tho only thing 
that will throttlo incipient disease in the 
germ form, bo it lurking in wator or in 
clothing. 
In the ono wo may boil tho 


harm away; in tho other wo must burn it 
away and lose tho things in toto but for 
our chemical burning—in other words, 
fumigation. 


Is there any one in the intelligent world 


who would wilfully and knowingly put 
on the clothes of a scarlet fever patient be- 
fore they were purified? No. Still there 
are thousands of us who do deliberately 
drink up the water supplied us by the city, 
knowing it to bo bad, probably disease 
laden, without the least effort to protect 
ourselves against tho evil results. 


For perfect boiled water you need a per- 


fectly clear receptacle. 
Glass is the best 


If you have a two quart bottle, fill it two- 
thirds full and cork it. Then heat it in 
water, of course, until tho water within it 
Is boiled and stand aside uncorked to cooL 


So for this is very simple. The water 


within tho bottle is pure; but, oh, how 
flat and tasteless, how unsatisfying! It is 
boiled, but it ia not ready to bo used. 
Take the bottle outdoors and uncork. Let 
the fresh air slowly fill in over the water; 
then cork and shako. You must repeat 
this operation several times, until the once 
lifeless water is thoroughly aired. That is 
ono of tho sccrots. Boiled water is flat be- 
cause tho air is forced out of it, and in all 
moving water air is very largely present. 


"But if you let the air in you fill it up 


with germs again," objected ono woman 
when this recipe was given her. 


Quito true, you do, but consider. 
The 


air you introduce into the water is the air 
you are introducing into your lungs, your 
blood, every nook and cranny of your be- 
ing at every breath. Air, outdoor air, ex- 
cept in very rare cases, is health giving 
more than it can be harmful, and if yon 
wish sweet, sparkling, thirst quenching 
water to drink at your meals, you musts 
take the trouble to make it, just as the 
bread and the meats are regularly pre- 
pared. 


That is recipe Xo. 1, the best and sim- 


plest—boil the water in a corked bottld 
two-thirds full and then admitting air 
shake several times. 


In cases where a large quantity of water 


is needed the bottle recipe is too limited 
and another way is advised. Take a new 
tin pail or one of granite ware and fill 
with water. 
Boil it at a timo when there 


is nothing else cooking in the kitchen. 
That is an absolute essential to the success 
of the operation. If you boil drinking wa- 
ter on Monday while the odor of suds is in 
the air, do not be surprised at a horrid 
soapy taste in your water at the table. 
That greasy quality so often found in 
boiled water is simply the proof that it 
Was boiled when the doughnuts were be- 
ing made or tho saufege fried. Water is a 
veritable sponge in an inverted sense; it 
sticks up the surrounding atmosphere as 
does the sponge water that comes within 
its reach. So it is that if you wish taste- 
less water yon must boil it when there is 
no taste in the air, so to speak. Again, 
tho airing process must be gone through 
to make the water perfect, but as it has 
been boiled and cooled in the air, this wa- 


not need to be shaken so much aa 


cooked in the closed bottle. In 


this feature of this process it is simpler 
than the other method, but remember it 
takes the kitchen all to itself for the boil- 
ing—no scrubbing or sweeping or cooking 
of any kind and a well aired room are its 
requirements. 


In speaking of water and its absorbent 


qualities it is in order to mention a fact 
that is too often utterly overlooked. It is 
that water that has stood overnight is sel- 
dom fit to drink, and that If it has been 
standing in a sleeping room it is positively 
bad, filled with the exhalations of the 
sleepers. It is in this quality a real disin- 
fectant. If in case of illness water is stood 
in a room and constantly changed, many 
of the disease germs are absorbed by it 
and thus got rid of. 


Simple aa this question it, It shows most 


plainly in the fact that difficulty is experi- 
enced in handling it that there is a right 
and a wrong way of doing everything, 
Tho right way to boil wator has been ox- 
plained, and if tho receipts are enforced 
by the individual interest of the mistress 
of the house success must be the result. 
Boil all drinking water. It is a little 
trouble, but not a hundrdth part so hard 
as to nurse your husband through an ill- 
ness or to be ill yourself. It is a big sav- 
ing of (time in the end.—Philadelphia 
Times. ' 


To Make Aspic Jelly. 


Aspio jelly, which is still a terrifying 


name to many amateur cooks, is made in 
a few minutes and, if necessary, out of 
that emergency material, a jar of beef ex- 
tract. A half box of gelatin is soaked for 
20 minutes in four tablespoonfuls of cold 
water. Meantime in a saucepan is put a 
level teaspoonful of beef extract and a 
pint of hot water. In this is simmered a 
slice of onion, a bit of celery, a bay leaf 
and a few peppercorns. When the gelatin 
is dissolved, it is added, the whole strained 
and set away in a square rimmed basin 
preferably, in order that it may be easily 
cut up into blocks. A little of this gar- 
nishes cold moats or veal loaf and other 
potted or pressed meats, and is effective, 
too, around forms of salad. It is occasion- 
ally served with lettuce and a French 
dressing as a salad by Itself.—New York

FEARFUL FATE OF SPAIN'S BOASTED 


INVINCIBLE FLEET. 


The Big Galleons, Battered and Riddled 


With Shot by the Little English Fleet, 
Were Sent Drifting; Toward the Shoals. 
Begging Sidonia to Surrender. 


"The Spanish Armada" Is the subject 


of an article in The Century written by 
William Frederic Tilton, with an intro- 
duction by Captain Alfred T. Mahan. Mr. 
Tilton says of the defeat of the "invinci- 
ble armada:" 


In Spain the progress and fortunes of 


the armada had naturally been the one all 
absorbing theme of boasting or conjecture, 
in palace and monastery, in street and 
shop. From every altar of the land fervent 
prayers for its success were rising. The 
king himself passed hours of every day 
upon his knees before the sacrament, and 
those in waiting on him declared that he 
nften rose in the night, sighing to heaven 
for victory. 


And now came Mendoza's good news. 


Yet the king, feverish as was his longing 
for siiccess, was too old a player to put ab- 
solute trust in his embassador's confused 
report, for the sanguine, magniloquent 
Mendoza had a reputation for "deceiving 
himself." §o Philip in an agony of con- 
flicting doubt and hope shut himself up in 
the Escurlal and would give no one audi- 
ence until hs should receive more certain 
tidings. 


While Mer-.doza's ridiculous rumors were 


circulating through the courts of the con- 
tinent the arnmda was in reality flying, 
crippled and miserable, into the fogs zftd 
gales of the German ocean. For Philip's 
fleet, If not actually conquered, had been 
terribly shattered by the incessant, deadly 
fire of the English gunners in the great 
fight off Gravelines. When the Spanish 
admiral, the Duke of Medina Sidonia, 
counted over his ships after the battle) 
several were missing, among them those 
of the two heroes of the day on the Span- 
ish side, the dashing, irresistible soldier 
sailors Toledo and Pimentel, who, having 
fought till, in the words of a Spanish offi- 
cer present, their crack galleons were 
"knocked in pieces and the crews nearly 
all dead or wounded," drifted in the black 
night, helpless or rather nnhelped, away 
from their consorts toward the Low Coun- 
try coast 


Writing of tho ultimate fate of this 


Bplendid fleet, Captain Alfred T. Mahan 
Bays: 


Yet tho armada had not been utterly 


routed, and Elizabeth's captain knew this 
full well. In the eventag, ju&t after the 
fighting had ceased, HWyard wrote home 
that ho had "distressed them much," and, 
though ho doubted not, "by God's good 
assistance to oppress them," yet he would 
not "write unto her majesty till moro be 
done." And even jubilant Drake, who, 
with the insight of the great sea captain, 
had at once appreciated almost to its full 
extent the success achieved at Gravelinos, 
still expected to "wrestle a pull" with the 
Spaniards and was keeping a sharp eye 
•upon them night and day. 


In spite of their exhaustion the Span-

The 
news of the fair American's prowess soon 
reached the ears of the president, who in- 
vited her to give a private exhibition at 
Santa Inez. She and her manager were 
not slow in accepting, and they reached 
the executive mwision one bright Sunday 
morning. After che usual stock variety 
performance a number of glass balls wero 
smashed with tke rifle in every imaginable 
position. Crespo was amazed, and, turn- 
ing to the young woman, said, "Do you 
think you could hit one of those balls if I 
placed it on the top of my headf" 
"I should esteem it the honor of my 


life, Sonor Preadente," she gaUantly re- 
plied. 


Mrs. Crespo and the entire cabinet were 


present and endeavored to persuade tho 
president not to do anything so foolhardy. 
It was all in vain, however, for, removing 
his hat and placing ono of the glass balls 
upon his head, Crispo turned to the by- 
standers and said dramatically, "The 
United States has beon the friend of Vene- 
zuela, and I will show my confidence in 
the aim of an American." 


The president of Venezuela then took a 


position across the courtyard, and from a 
distance of 75 feet the young woman 
smashed tho target at the first shot, and 
Crespo brushed away the fragments with 
his handkerchief.

School That Began at Noon. 


"The Three E's at Circle City" ia the 


subject of a paper by Miss Anna Pulcbmer 
in The Century. The author says: 


During the short winter days it would 


often be noon before all the children put 
in an appearance. When I arrived at 9 
o'clock, it would either be dark or bril- 
liant moonlight. Smoke might be seen 
lazily rising from four or five cabins out 
of the 400 or 500. I would light one lamp 
and wait. By 10 o'clock a few children 
would straggle sleepily in just as the day 
began to dawn. By 11 o'clock, shortly 
after sunrise, the majority of the children 
were at school, some coming without their 
breakfasts. By half past 12 all who were 
coming that day would have appeared. 


It was hard to get up before daylight on 


those cold, dark mornings. I often used 
to wish that I was one of the little girls, 
so that I, too, might sleep until daylight. 
No one in camp protended to get up early 
unless there was some special work on 
band which must be done. As I was go- 
ing home to my lunch at noon friends 
would sometimes call out tome: "Good 
morning 1 Come in and have some break- 
fast. We have fine moose steak and hot 
cakes." On Saturdays and Sundays I 
lived and slept as did other people. Even 
when one did not sit up later at night 
than 10 or half past it required an effort 
to rise before daylight. There is some- 
thing in the air and in the manner of life 
Which makes one sleepy. As the days 
lengthened the children came earlier to 
school.

BISMARCK AS CHANCELLOR. 


Be Was Rude and Willing; to Be Insult- 


ing In Parliament. 


The prince used to prepare himself for 


answering questions put in parliament. 
He was very indignant at the practice 
and at the meeting of tho ministry when 
the matter was discussed declared, "I 
must speak straight out, and should like 
to be as rude as possible without being in- 
sulting. " He made use of several expres- 
sions, asking the minister of justice if 
those were insults. The minister, being 
conscientious, was _ obliged to say yes. 
Then the prince grew angry, exclaiming 
that in that case it would be better that 
ho should not answer at all, but leave it 
to Camphausen, the vice president of the 
council. Herr von Tiedemann describes 
the office hours in the chancellery, which 
began early and ended late. At that time 
Prince Bismarck rose only toward noon. 
He worked hard from 12 to 6 and again 
from 9 till late at night. Tiedemann sel- 
dom left his office before 1 a.m. 


It was not easy to read to tho prince. 


Ho demanded a susoitating extract—as he 
called it—of everything, and declared, 
however complicated a matter might be, 
its k*nel might be extracted in a few 
words.' His subordinates gradually ac- 
customed themselves to speak in and 
Tiedemann often condensed more than a 
hundred paragraphs into the space of ten 
minutes, but %he preparation for each a 
report had cost several h6urs' study. As 
soon as the reading was over Bismarck 
gave his decision without a moment's re- 
flection. , It was astonishing with what 
certainty he hit upon the important points. 
Never did he hesitate, bat always knew 
what he wanted. If anything did not in- 
terest him, he said, "Bo what you like." 
He wrote very little, preferring to dictate. 
Since Killmann's bullet grazed his tight 
thumb he had found it awkward to hold a 
quill pen. 


His method of dictation was strange. 


He spoke in jerks, sometimes with long 
pauses and then so rapidly that it was 
difficult to follow him. His thought and 
expression were so rich that he frequently 
uttered two or three tautological phrases 
and then said, "Please choose the most 
fitting." As he might never be Interrupt- 
ed —for, strange to say, he then lost the 
thread of his thought—it was all the more 
difficult to follow him. Blucher did this 
more readily, for he was a stenographer, 
but Tiedemann was not, and so he seldom 
could write a whole sentence, and had to 
bo content to catch the most important 
turns of speech, sometimes only a single 
word. Afterward it was his business to 
work the sentence out.

Porto Rico has been a Spanish pos- 


session since the days of Ponce de Leon, 
who was so delighted with the beauty 
and fertility of the island that he im- 
agined he could there find the fountain 
of perpetual youth for which he so long 
sought in vain. In 1595 San Juan was 
sacked by an English fleet commanded 
by Drake, and three years later the 
Duke of Cumberland attacked it and 
laid it in ruins after three days of fight- 
ing. 
It also sustained other attacks at 


various times, but none of them seri- 
ously affected Spanish authority on the 
island. 


As early as 1820 the Porto Ricans at- 


tempted to gain1 their independence. 
This was long before Cuba had made 
any attempt to get rid of the Spanish 
yoke. 
This first rebellion was sup- 


pressed after a short guerilla war, as 
were several other abortive attempts. 
It was in 1S68, the year of the great up- 
rising in Cuba, that the most formida- 
ble outbreak occurred in Porto Rico. 


After two months of severe fighting

The island of Porto Rico was dis- 


covered by Columbus on Nov. 16, 1493, 
and the first Spanish settlement was 
formed there by Ponce de Lton in 
1510. The island is the most eastern of 
the Greater Antilles, in the West In- 


northeast spur is known as the Sierra 
de Luquillo, and that on the northwest 
is tha Sierra Lareo. There are inter- 
esting caves in these mountains, the 
most noteworthy being those of Aguas 
Euenas and Ciales. This elevated ridg'e 
intersecting the island intercepts the 
northeast trade winds, blowing from 
the Atlantic, and deprives them of their 
moisture, so that the rainfall of the 
north section is very copious.

This side of the city com- 
prises four small bays and two rocks, 
of which the one nearest the coast is 
half a mile west of the Morro. It Is 
strongly fortified for guarding the en- 
trance to the outer harbor. 


The interior harbor is landlocked and 


capacious and has been dredged to a' 
uniform depth from the docks to the 
anchorage of 29 feet. The old city is di- 
vided into four wards, three being out- 
side the fortifications. The houses are 
of stone, usually one story high, and 
have roof gardens, from which fine sea 
views may be enjoyed. Almost every 
house has a garden in its patio, or 
court. 
The other cities of importance 


on the island are Arecibo, Aguadilla, 
Mayaguez, San Germay and Ponce.

which received their name from Magel- 
lan, who discovered them. 
The great 


explorer declared that the natives were 
natural thieves, and he dubbed their 
home in accordance with that opinion. 
In reality the simple aborigines who 
went on board the ships and who had 
never seen utensils of any sort made 
of metal were so enchanted by the 
bright blades and cooking utensils of 
the sailors that they helped themselves 
to whatever they fancied, though, to 
their credit be it said, they were not 
guilty of attempting to conceal the fact 
that they had violated the law of 
"meum et tuum." They simply knew 
no better and did not realize that they 
were doing1 wrong. 
The Ladrone, or Mariana, islands 


are located approximately in longitude 
150 east and latitude 18 north, being 
about 500 miles due north from the Car- 
olines. Only five of the Ladrone is- 
lands are inhabited, and these, accord- 
ing to the last Spanish census, taken 
more than a decade ago, contained 
about 900 males and only half a dozen 
fpmnlpa of pure native blood. The peo- 
ple are naturally docile and hospitable, 
but they have been bled to such an ex- 
tent by the Spaniards that their gen- 
eral condition is one of extreme pover- 
ty. -There had been up to a short time 
before the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war about one Spanish soldier 
to every three persons, and the effect, 
as may be supposed, has been disas- 
trous in an industrial sense.

A Story of Marine Anthony, 


They tell a good story of Marine An- 


thony, the one who saluted Captain 
Sigsbee and so coolly said, "I have to 
inform you, sir, that the ship is blown 
up." Anthony was once a sergeant and 
as such was attached to the marine re- 
cruiting office in New York. Xow, at 
this position Anthony exercised consid- 
erable power over applicants, and he 
made that power felt in such a way 
as to cause his reduction to the ranks 
which was followed by his detail as 
Captain Sigsbee'a orderly and his conse- 
quent rise to fame.

Anthony had been on his detail for some 
time it came to the knowledge of the

•d on the quarter deck, presenting arms, 


the music giving the appropriate 


number of "ruffles" as the functionary 
passes along the deck to or from tha 
;angway. This is the second honor. 
The third is the firing of gun salutes, 


the number of guns depending upon 
personal rank. The president of the 
United States and members of royal 
families receive 21 guns, the national 
alute, 'which is the highest number of- 
ficially recognized. Other officials re- 
vive varying numbers below this, the 
following being examples: Admiral, 17 
uns; vice admiral, 15; rear admiral, 13; 
commodore, 11. Governors of states, 
cabinet ministers, diplomatic represent- 
atives, generals of the army and con- 
sular officers are all entitled to gun sa- 
lutes. 
The salute is not fired until the re- 


cipient is In his boat and pulls away 
from the vessel, when the first gun is 
fired and his flag is unfurled from the 
masthead, to be pulled down with tha 
last gun. While the salute is in prog- 
ress the visitor's boat stops, proceed- 
ing only after the ceremony is over. 


It is considered a serious breach of 


courtesy to fire either more or fewer 
guns than the person saluted is entitled; 
to. When either is done, his represent- 
ative promptly calls upon tha saluting 
ship for an explanation, and if this is 
not given satisfactorily serious offensa 
results. 
Even the marking of the passage of 


time on board ship is a matter of cere- 
mony. There is a clock near the cap- 
tain's cabin which his orderly watches, 
and each half hour he goes on decK 
and, saluting, reports to the officer o£ 
the deck the number of bells. The offi- 
cer returns the orderly's salute, sayg 
"Very good" and directs the messengec 
to strike the proper number of bells. 


But at S a. m., noon and 8 p. m. therd 


These hours| 
are reported not as "8 bells," but as "3 
o'clock" or "12 o'clock."

then tells the orderly to report tha 
hour to the captain, and the bells ara 
not struck until the captain directs it 
through the medium of the orderly, 
the ofilcer and the messenger.
